R e n n e s , Aug. 8.—The ancient capi­ 
tal of Brittany was never less moved, 
never more sluggish, than on the mem­ 
orable flay of the opening of the Drey­ 
fus trial. 
There was no howling in front of the 
p riso n . 
There was no crying of ‘ ‘death 
to the traitor,” or “death to the Jews,” 
or anything like that. The Paris jour­ 
nalists who had come to report the trial 
seemed calmed by the quietude of this 
dead city. 
It was expected that the Dreyfusites 
aud an ti-Dreyfusites would shun each 
other aud put up at different hotels, 
but they have tacitly agreed to sink 
their differences in each other’s com- 
company. 
When the door of the military prison 
oi>eued and Dreyfus, guarded by a cap­ 
tain of the gendarmerie, appeared, the 
writer witnessed it from a window. He 
wore a brand new uniform. 
The stiff 
linings had not yet formed into the 
shape of the figure, the whole suit 
seemed an awkward fit. 
The three 
rows of gold braid that were torn from 
his cutis on the day of his degradation 
were glinting in the sun. The man was 
as still as his uniform. 
He held his head high as if on pur­ 
pose, but his shoulders stooped. 
The 
step was that of a man not used to free­ 
dom and extremely measured and me­ 
chanical. 
His hair is of reddish gray, his neat 
moustache is frankly red. The face had 
a drawn ann worn expression, the eyes 
furtively inquiring as if looking out for 
fraps and pitfalls. 
His complexion is 
fresh, the kind of freshness that accom­ 
panies auburn hair. The lips are rather 
thin and the chin is that of a strong 
man. Indeed, the chin contradicted the 
impression of the eyes. 
Captain Dreyfus crossed the hall and 
entered a room, the door of which 
closed behind him. Thejwituesses were 
taken to th# rector’s room. Generals 
Billot, Merrier, Ohanoiue, Gouz, Zur- 
lindeu aud de Boisdeffre were in uni­ 
form, a> many of the field aud subaltern 
officers were. 
The widow of Colonel Henry leaned 
upon the arm of Captain Wunos.

was nu >st amiably saluted by Generals 
de Bein Ie ti re and Mercier. 
She looks 
stagy and not ladylike. 
General de 
Pellieux kept aloof. 
M. Cavaignac’s 
cheerfulness seemed forced, but former 
President Casimir-Pener was blithe as 
a boy. 
He wore a summer suit of 
shepherd’s plaid, a white waistcoat aud 
a straw hat. 
Lieutenant Colonel Picquart was in 
plain clothes aud was cold shouldered 
by the army people. But apparently he 
did not mind. 
He had played the win­ 
ning card and could afford to be in­ 
different. 
T he coming of the court was an­ 
nounced in military fashion, the sol­ 
diers presenting arms. The judges en­ 
tered from the wings and were in full 
dress uniform. 
They proceeded in 
Indian file to their places behind a long 
table on a slightly raised platform. 
An interesting figure, seated behind 
the judges, was the woman known as 
La Dame Blanche (the white lady),who 
has never absented herself from any of 
the proceedings connected with the 


a anne, emerges, into 'Hie courtroom. 
His features were deathly pale and his 
teeth were set with a determined but 
not defiant bearing. He walked quickly, 
with almost au elastic step, aud as­ 
cended the three steps leading to the 
platform in front of the judges. There 
lie drew himself up erect, brought his 
right hand sharply to the peak of his 
kepi, or military cap, giving the mili­ 
tary salute, showing that years of in­ 
carceration on Devil’s island and terri­ 
ble anguish of body and mind has not 
impaired 
his 
soldierly instinct and 
bearing. 
The prisoner then removed 
his kepi and took the seat placed for 
him, facing his judges, just in front of 
his counsel’s table aud witli his back to 
the audience. 
Behind him sat a gen­ 
darme holding a sheathed saber in his 
hand. 
Dr* vfus, apparently with al­ 
most inurn .able features and seem­ 
ingly almost without stirring hand or 
foot, scarcely even moving his head, 
during the whole course of the pro­ 
ceedings, except when he entered aud 
left the courtroom. 
After the formal proceedings, wnich 
occupied a couple of hours, Colonel 
fouaust began the examination of Drey­ 
fus respecting the famous bordereaux. 
Mid what Dreyfus did with or could 
lave known of its contents. 
When Dreyfus, wearing eyeglasses, 
rose from his seat for examination, he 
stood erect, holding his kepi in his 
hand, before him. 
He bio .ed Colonel 
Jouaust straight in the fa e during the 
whole interrogatory. 
Colonel Jouaust began by saying: “It 
results from the documents just read 
that you are accused of having brought 
about machinations or held relations 
with a foreign power, or one or more of 
Its agents, in order to procure it means 
by delivering it documents, indicated in 
the inciruinating bordereau, to commit 
hostilities or undertake war against 
France. I notify you that you will be 
allowed to state during the course of 
these proceedings anything that appears 
to you useful for your defense.” 
Dreyfus replied with a vehement dec­ 
laration of his innocence, repeating sev­ 
eral times “I am innocent” in a voice 
which quivered with emotion. The ag­ 
onized manner in which he uttered his 
protestations of innocence had a most 
painful effect, and must have evoked 
the sympathy even of bis most inveter­ 
ate enemies. 
Colonel Jouaust submitted Dreyfus to 
a rigorous examination, more in the 
style of a prosecuting counsel than a 
judge, aud made gestures of impatience 
at some direct denials which Dreyfus 
gave repeatedly to the judge’s questions. 
The prisoner’s voice resounded 
fre­ 
quently through the courtroom as he 
energetically replied: “No, my colo­ 
nel,” or “never, never,” to questions put 
to him. 
Af ter the court had decided not to ad­ 
journ on account of the absence of cer­ 
tain witnesses, the clerk of the court 
' was ordered to read M. D’Ormes Che­ 
ville’s bill of indictment of 1894, which 
he did in a loud voice, Dreyfus mean­ 
while, listening unmoved as the old 
charges against hun were read. Colonel 
Jouaust then handed the prisoner a long 
slip of cardboard, upon which the bor­ 
dereau was pasted: 
“Do you recognize this document?” 
Dreyfus then replied, with a passionate 
outburst: “No, my colonel. I am in­ 
nocent. I declare it hen* as I declared 
it in 1894,1 am a victim*’—his voice 
here was choked A’ith sobs which must 
have stirred every spectator iii court. 
Tile voice of the prisoner did not seem 
human. 
It resembled the cry of a 
wounded animal. 
As he ended his re­ 
ply, with the words—“five years in the 
galleys.

Dreyfus replied with a vehement dec­ 
laration of Ins innocence, repeating sev­ 
eral times “ I am innocent” in a voice 
which quivered w ith emotion. The ag­ 
onized m anner in which he uttered his 
protestations of innocence had a most 
painful effect, and m ust have evoked 
the sympathy even of his most inveter­ 
ate enemies, 
Colonel Jouaust submitted Dreyfus to 
a rigorous examination, more in the 
style of a prosecuting counsel than a 
judge, aud made gestures of impatience 
at some direct denials which Dreyfus 
gave repeatedly to the judge’s questious. 
Tile prisoner’s voice resounded 
fre­ 
quently through the courtroom as he 
energetically replied: 
“ No, my colo­ 
nel,” or “ never, never,” to questious put 
to him. 
After the court had decided not to ad­ 
journ on account of the absence of cer­ 
tain witnesses, the clerk of the court 
was ordered to read M. D ’Ormes Che­ 
ville^ bill of indictm ent of 1894, which 
he did in a loud voice, Dreyfus mean­ 
while, listening unmoved as the old 
charges against him were read. Colonel 
Jouaust then handed the prisoner a long 
slip of cardboard, upon which the bor­ 
dereau was pasted: 
“ Do you recognize this document?” 
Dreyfus then replied, with a passionate 
outburst:

“It is now proposed, since it is of the 
greatest importance that the authori­ 
ties of the entire c mntry have access 
to the benefits of tills system , that a 
physician of good standing be selected 
in each city or county to represent the 
national bureau of identification.

school of instruction will lie opened in 
Chicago, to which each physician se­ 
lected will be expected to conte ami 
take tile necessary instruction.

Mr. E. IL Daniel of Princeton, Ivy., 
lins a number of perfectly sound ap­ 
ples which he has kept over from last 
year. 
Mr. Daniel's process Is ti good 
one and may be regarded as something 
new in the way of preserving fruit. 
He has a collar which is kept at tile 
same temperature all the year, aud Do 
has discovered that by putting apples 
in it in such a way that they will not 
touch each other they may be kept 
sound for mouths and possibly years. 
He also lias a method by which he 
will, in the future, inly eggs at the 
times of the year when they are cheap 
aud keep them for months, when he 
can 
receive a 
handsome 
price 
for 
them, says the Princeon (Ky.) Repub­ 
lican. 
He finds that by permitting 
pure, fresh water to run over eggs con­ 
stantly they may be kept sound for 
months. 
He will likely try the ex­ 
periment this season, as he has a sys­ 
tem of waterworks by which he can 
easily keep a large supply of them.

A perusal of the semiannual Naval 
Register gives a comprehensive idea of 
tnt* many changes in the navy aud the 
progress of improvement In the service 
lo the past few mouths. 
It is one of 
the most Interesting publications is 
gued by the navy department. It shows 
the rank and names of all officers of 
the United States navy, their stations 
bod duties; also a list of all the ships 
lo commission and their stations and 
the vessels being built and the rates 
and pay of all enlisted men. 
A new 
book has Just been issued and distrib­ 
uted, and the whole navy is busy study­ 
ing it. The interest in it i9 double that 
that has awaited the publication of a1 
nKist any previous pamphlet of the 
*ort. on account of tile great changes 
made by the personnel bill and the en­ 
largement of Hie navy owing to the 
war and Hie present troubles in the 
philippines, says the New York Sun. 
The officers’ list is longer and differ­ 
ently arranged, partly on account of 
the uniting of the line aud engineer 
force. 
There is now no department 
beaded “engineer corps.’’ as former­ 
ly, for all the engineer officers who 
were formerly known as chiefs, passed 
assistants, assistants of engineer ca­ 
dets are now captains, commanders, 
lieutenant commanders, lieutenants, 
ensigns or just cadets. 
It makes a 
greatly lengthened list of line officers, 
and for the first time an engineer offi­ 
cer appears under the head of cap­ 
tains, there being l l such changes. 
The navy now includes I admiral. 18 
rear admirals, 70 captains, 112 com­ 
manders, 170 lieutenant commanders, 
SOO lieutenants, 132 lieutenants, junior 
grade; 107 ensigns and 02 cadets at 
sea. 
In the maline corps there gre I 
brigadier general commandant, 5 colo­ 
nels, 5 lieutenant colonels, IO majors, 
41 captains, 45 first lieutenants aud 8 
second lieutenants. 
There is now a new grade of warrant 
officers, the highest place to which an 
enlisted man can attain without pass­ 
ing through tlie naval academy. 
The 
new grade has tile old designations 


navy is not a man woo Dandles a nam* 
mer. a saw and a roll of chalked twine, 
as does a carpenter ashore.

from timetotime. according to the work 
under way. 
He is responsible for the 
good condition aud readiness for in­ 
stant use of all tire apparatus outside 
the engineer department. 
He has to 
aee that all air ports aud hatches are 
water tight and ready for Instant clos­ 
ing in case of collision or other emer­ 
gency which would require that they 
be closed. 
He is required to have 
ready at hand material for the tem­ 
porary repair of damages received in 
action during bottle. 
He assists the 
executive officer in inspecting double 
bottoms, water tight doors aud all me­ 
chanical appliances for the care and 
safety of the ship and a multitude of 
other duties which can't be catalogued. 
In general, ins duty is to repair dam­ 
ages wherever or however incurred. 
As a modern ship is mostly steel, it 
will be readily seen that a carpenter 
in tile navy must be familiar with 
steel working as well us the working 
of w ood. 
In various ways the navy of today 
(and by “today” is meant the present 
year) is made a greatly improved place 
for the enlisted men. Not only are new 
and higher places created for the men 
who enlist and thus greater incentive 
given to good conduct and faithful 
work in the service, but conditions for 
men of the old time lower rates are 
Improved in many ways. for tlie navy 
is changing not only in types of ships, 
but iu personnel and surroundings as 
well. 
Besides the new grades already 
mentioned, there is a warrant rank 
created within the past 18 months in 
the medical corps which allows a hos­ 
pital steward (which is the old grade 
of apothecary, now abolished) to rise 
to a pharmacist. There are already 25 
of these new warrant officers, all at­ 
tached to shore stations, with the ex­ 
ception of one, who is returning home 
from the Philippines in the Olympia 
with Admiral Dewey. 
In the marine corps a place as gun­ 
nery sergeant bus been created, and 
deserving noncommissioned officers of 
the corps are being promoted to that 
rate. Just what their duties are to be 
on board ship is a m atter of present 
consideration, but now tile new gun­ 
nery sergeants are acting, many of 
them, as first sergeants of guards. 
A 
gunnery sergeant ranks after ii drum 
with the word “chief” preceding, as. I m ajor and just ahead of a first ser- 
for instance, chief boatswain, chief gea‘tlt, and his pay is $35 a month for 
gunner or chief carpenter. 
Provision 
j tfae first two years’ service aud $40 a 
has recently been made for a new aud i month after five years’ service. 
As 
higher grade of machinists by provid , tlip tit,e indicates, he will have to do 


rankk there to receive instruction. Men 
are selected from the ships who have 
shown special aptitude for that branch 
of work aud sent to school there Just as 
other men are sent to gunnery Instruc­ 
tion. as already told. 
After a course 
there they are either sent to Newport 
to the torpedo station to further add 
> 
their knowledge of electrical matters, 
aud then returned to cruiser shipt >r 
else sent direct to sea from the New 
York school. A rate of electricians has 
been created in the navy within the 
past few months—chief, first and sec­ 
ond class petty officers—and the men 
who creditably pass through the school 
of instruction have acting appoint 
ments in the second claaa rate, with its 
corresponding Increase of pay, and are 
eligible, of course, to rise grade by 
grade to chief electrician, which places 
them with the highest class of petty 
officers. 
Practically all the changes mention 
ed in this review have been instituted 
since the beginning of the Spanish- 
American war. Some are the result of 
experience gained in that brief conflict 
and others are the outgrowth of years 
of study.

lug for w arrant machinists, aud tile 
names of the first lot of those officers 
appointed appear in the new register 
There are only a few of them at pres­ 
ent, but tile number is being added to 
all the time and will continue until IOO 
have been appointed. 
Most of these 
men come from chief machinists, who 
are petty officers in the service, after 
an examination as to their ability aud 
professional knowledge. It gives a new 
chance to rise and is welcomed as an 
opportunity for many capable men in 
the service to gain a rise which might 
never come otherwise. 
The list of w arrant officers in the old 
grades is much longer than in former 
ieiues of the register, for the number 
is being constantly added to owing to 
the steady growth of the navy. Most of 
the new men—in fact, practically every 
one of those who have secured acting 
appointments recently as w arrant offi­ 
cers—are men who have served in the 
navy as petty officers for from one to 
fen years. If a capable man who passes 
all the examinations and can fill the re­ 
quirements has been in the service only 
three months, he may be promoted Just 
the same. There is the case of a man 
who enlisted in the uavy just before 
the war, right after the blowing up of 
the Maine in H avana harbor. He had a 
trade as a blacksmith’s helyer. He was 
of good habits aud attended to busi­ 
ness, while at the same time he had his 
share of the enjoyments and troubles 
of the naval service. 
Finally be se­ 
cured the rate of blacksmith, which 
gave him a first class petty officer’s ap­ 
pointment He served in that rate un­ 
til an order was issued a few months 
ago providing for an examination of 
fcueh men in the navy as desired to be­ 
come carpenters. He made application 
through the proper official channels for 
Permission to take the examination 
and a few weeks later was ordered be­ 
fore an examining board at the New 
^ork navy yard. This wits the last of 
May. The 1st of June this man receiv 
od aa appointment as acting carpenter 
la the navy and was entitled to shift 
bis blue jacket’s clothes to the uniform 
°f an officer and draw $1,200 a year 
pay from the government. This case 
is somewhat exceptional, but only illus- 
Dateg the possibilities of the navy for 
one man who does his duty, has a pur­ 
pose in mind and who uses the oppor­ 
tunities that arise.

A new rate lins been created In the 
nnvv |iro|MT of gun captains, with 
three classes. These are men who are 
taken from the different ships and sent 
to special ships for Instruction in gun­ 
nery almost exclusively for a number 
of months and then returned to cruis­ 
ing ships in general service. 
These 
men, when they return from their 
course of instruction, may be assigned 
to duty in place of masters at arms, 
boatswain’s mates or quartermasters, 
or may be assigned to duty as gun 
captains, according to the needs of the 
ships to which they may be assigned. 
The idea of the system is to develop 
naval gunnery, so as to enable the 
navy of the United States to maintain 
its present place as the shooting navy 
of the world. 
This instruction for gun captains 
does not take the place of the more 
elaborate and longer course of instruc­ 
tion at the Washington navy yard aud 
the torpedo station at Newport of sea­ 
man gunners, which has been in prog­ 
ress for a number of years, with good 
results to the service. The gun captain 
instruction is for “men who have at­ 
tained special proficiency as marksmen 
with great guns or small arms or 
whose superior intelligence fits them 
to acquire such proficiency aud who, 
by force of character and ability to 
command, are suitable to till the rat­ 
ings of gun captains. 
No person shall 
be detailed who is not a citizen of the 
United States,’’ to quote from a gen­ 
eral order recently issued*^ the secre 
tary of the navy on the subject, 
order to Secure a certificate as gun cap­ 
tain, after finishing the course of in­ 
struction, a man must have a percent­ 
age of proficiency of not less than OO.

NEW WAY TO SAVE FRUIT. 


Kentuckian'^ Plan to Keep Appled 
Sound F o r Year*. 
Mr. E. H. Daniel of Princeton, Ivy., 
has a number of perfectly sound ap­ 
plies which he lins kept over from last 
year. 
Mr. Daniel’s process is a good 
inc and may be regarded as something 
new in the way of preserving fruit. 
He lins a cellar which is kept at the 
same temperature nil the year, and ho 
has discovered that by putting apples 
in it in such a way that they will not 
touch each other they may be kept 
sound for months and possibly years. 
Ile also lins a method by which he 
will, in the future, buy eggs at the 
times of the year when they are cheap 
and keep them for months, when he 
can 
receive a handsome price for 
them, says the Princeon (Ky.) Repub­ 
lican. 
He finds that by permitting 
pure, fresh water to run over eggs con­ 
stantly they may be kept sound for 
months. 
He will likely try the ex­ 
periment this season, as he has a sys­ 
tem of waterworks by which he can 
easily keep a large supply of them.

NEW NAVAL REGISTE:I. 


Many Changes That Have Dee:i 
Made In the Service.

A perusal of the semiannual Naval 
Register gives a comprehensive idea of 
the many changes in the navy aud the 
progress of improvement in the service 
Id the past few mouths. 
It is one of 
the most interesting publications is 
iued by the navy department, it shows 
the rank and names of all officers of 
the United States navy, their stations 
aud duties; also a list of ail the ships 
in commission and their stations and 
the vessels boing built and the rates 
and pay of all enlisted men. 
A new 
book has just been issued and distrib­ 
uted, and the whole navy is busy study­ 
ing it. The interest in it is double that 
that has awaited tile publication of al­ 
most any previous pamphlet of tho 
sort, on account of the great changes 
made by the personnel bill and the en­ 


la r g e m e n t of tile navy owing to the 
war and the present troubles in the 
philippine, says the New York Sun. 
The officers’ list is longer and differ­ 


e n tly arranged, partly on account of 
the uniting of the line aud engineer 
force. 
There is now no department 
headed “engineer corps,” as former­ 
ly, for all the engineer officers who 
were formerly known as chiefs, passed 
assistants, assistants of engineer ca­ 
dets are now captains, commanders, 
lieutenant commanders, lieutenants, 
eneigns or just cadets. 
It makes a 
greatly lengthened list of line officers, 
and for the first time an engineer offi­ 
cer appears under the head of cap­ 
tains, there being l l such changes. 
The navy now includes I admiral. 18 
rear admirals, 70 captains, 112 com­ 
manders, 170 lieutenant commanders, 
300 lieutenants, 132 lieutenants, junior 
grade; 107 ensigns ami 02 cadets at 
sea. 
In the marine corps there #re I 
brigadier general commandant, 0 colo­ 
nels. 5 lieutenant colonels, IO majors, 
41 captains. 45 first lieutenants aud S 
second lieutenants. 
There is now a new grade of warrant 
officers, the highest place to which an 
enlisted man can attain without pass­ 
ing through the naval academy. 
The 
new grade has the old designations 
with the word “chief” preceding, as. 
tor instance, chief boatswain, chief 
gunner or chief carpenter. 
Provision 
ha* recently been made for a new and 
higher grade of machinists by provid­ 
ing for w arrant machinists, and the 
names of the first lot of these officers 
appointed appear in tho new register. 
There are only a few of them at pres­ 
ent, but the number is being added to 
all the time and will continue until IOO 
have been appointed. 
Most of these 
men come from chief machinists, who 
are petty officers in the service, after 
an examination as to their ability aud 
professional knowledge. It gives a new 
chance to rise and is welcomed as an 
opportunity for many capable men in 
the service to gain a rise which might 
never come otherwise. 
The list of w arrant officers in the old 
grades is much longer than in former 
ieiues of the register, for the number 
is being constantly added to owing to 
the steady growth of the navy. Most of 
the new men—in fact, practically every 
one of those who have secured acting 
appointments recently as w arrant offi­ 
cers—are men who have served in the 
navy as petty officers for from one to 
fen years. If a capable man who passes 
all the examinations and can fill the re­ 
quirements has been in the service only 
three months, he may be promoted just 
the same. There is the case of a man 
who enlisted in the navy just before 
the war, right after the blowing up of 
the Maine in H avana harbor. He had a 
trade as a blacksmith’s helper. He wTas 
of good habits and attended to busi­ 
ness, while at the same time he had his 
ehare of the enjoyments and troubles 
of the naval service. 
Finally be se­ 
cured the rate of blacksmith, which 
gave him a first class petty officer’s ap­ 
pointment He served in that rate un­ 
til an order was issued a few months 
ago providing for an examination of 
fcuch men in the navy as desired to be­ 
come carpenters. H e made application 
through the proper official channels for 
permission to take the examination 
and a few weeks later was ordered be­ 
fore an examining board at the New’ 
Vork navy yard. This was the last of 
May. The 1st of June this man recelv- 
<*1 an appointment as acting carpenter 
to the navy and was entitled to shift 
tis blue jacket’s clothes to the uniform 
°f an officer and draw $1,200 a year 
Pay from the governm ent This case 
>s somewhat exceptional, bot only illus­ 
trates the possibilities of the navy for 
one man who does his duty, has a pur­ 
pose in mind and who uses the oppor­ 
tunities that arise. 
This man whose 
f ase bas been used as an Illustration is 
tow on duty at the Boston navy yard. 
A carpenter ip the (Jolted States 


navy is not a man woo handles a nam* 
mer, a saw and a roll of chalked twine, 
as does a carpenter ashore. 
In the 
service he does scarcely any manual 
labor; his is mostly head work. 
He 
looks after the care, preservation anil 
repair of the ship to w hich he may be 
attached, under the construction officer 
of the ship. He has charge of the dock 
mechanical force, which Includes, in

ings of gun captains. 
No person shall 
be detailed who is not a citizen of tile 
United States.” to quote from a gen­ 
eral order recently issu ed ^y the secre­ 
tary of the navy on the subject. 
In 
order to Secure a certificate as gun cap­ 
tain, after finishing the course of in­ 
struction, a man must have a percent­ 
age of proficiency of not less than 60. 
▲ first class certificate calls for a pro­ 
ficiency of 90 per cent. 
Another thing comparatively new In 
the United States navy is special in­ 
struction in electricity. 
This Includes 
officers and men alike. 
It is a well 
known fact that in the appliance of 
electricity 
to 
w arships 
the 
United 
States is far in advance of any oth r 
nation in the world. 
And. Yankeelike. 
it is the intention to keep ahead. 
At 
the New' York navy yard there is a 
special school for the practical study 
o€ electricity and its many applications 
to 
naval 
surroundings, 
afloat 
and 
ashore. 
This school has special in­ 
structors detailed for the purpose, and 
th? departm ent orders officers of ail 


rankk there to receive instruction. .Mtu 
are selected from the ships who have 
shown special aptitude for that branch 
of work aud sent to school there Just as 
other men are sent to gunnery Instruc­ 
tion. as already told. 
A fter a course 
there they are either sent to Newport 
to the torpedo station to further add 
• 
their knowledge of electrical matters, 
aud then returned to cruiser ships »r 
else sent direct to sea from the New 
York school. 
A rate of electricians has 
been created in the navy within the 
past few m onths—chief, first and sec­ 
ond class petty officers—and the men 
who creditably pass through the school 
of instruction have aetlug appoint 
ments in the second class rate, with its 
corresponding Increase of pay, and are 
eligible, of course, to rise grade I y 
grade to chief electrician, which places 
them with the highest class of petty 
officers. 
Practically all the changes m ention­ 
ed in this review have been instituted 
since the beginning of the Spanish- 
American war.

Mr. Browne, according to the 
New York Times, says the principal 
features of his process were known iii 
theory to scientists before his discov­ 
ery, but there were practical obstacles, 
which he lins overcome. 
He bases his entire process, lie says, 
upon electrical laws which have been 
known for m any years. 
By measuring 
given distances of land and by finding 
by means of instrum ents the average 
resistance offered to the electric cur­ 
rent by the soil he is able, he thinks, 
to detect the presence of a mineral de­ 
posit. 
W henever the resistance offer­ 
ed is strikingly lower than elsewhere 
in the im mediate vicinity, he says, it is 
because the current finds the metal 
and, passing through the good con j 
ductors. meets with less resistanee. 
Mr. Browne asserts also th at he is able 
to approxim ate the depth at which 
the deposit lies. 
The application of 
Mr. Browne's invention Is com para­ 
tively simple, he says. The instrum ent 
by which the resistance is m easured is 
but two feet long arid weighs but a 
few pounds.

Rennes, Auk. 8.—The ancient capi­ 
ta. of Brittany was never less moved, 
never more sluggish, than on the mem- 
oiable flay of the opening of the Drey­ 
fus trial. 
There was no howling in front of the 
prison. 
There was uo crying of * ‘death 
to the traitor,” or “ death to the Jew s,” 
or anything like that. 
The Paris jour­ 
nalists who had come to report the trial 
cerned calmed by the quietude of this 
dead city. 
It was expected that the Dreyfunites 
aud anti-Dreyfusites would shun each 
other aud put up at different hotels, 
hut they have tacitly agreed to sink 
their differences in each other’s corn- 
company. 
When the door of the m ilitary prison 
opened aud Dreyfus, guarded by a cap­ 
tain of the gendarmerie, appeared, the 
writer witnessed it from a window. He 
wore a brand new uniform. 
The stiff 
linings had not yet formed into the 
shape of ihe figure, the whole suit 
seamed an awkward tit. 
The three 
rows of gold braid that wore torn from 
his cuff s on the day of his degradation 
wort* glinting in the sun. The man was 
as stiff as his uniform. 
He held his head high as if on pur­ 
pose, but his sliouldors stoopod. 
The 
stop was that of a man not used to free­ 
dom and extremely measured aud me­ 
chanical. 
His hair is of reddish gray, his neat 
moustache is frankly red. The face had 
a drawn aud worn expression, the eyes 
furtively inquiring as if looking out for 
fraps and pitfalls. 
His complexion is 
fresh, tho kind of freshness that accom­ 
panies auburn hair. The lips are rather 
thin and the chm is that of a strong 
man. Indeed, the chin contradicted the 
impression of the eyes. 
Captain Dreyfus crossed the hall aud 
entered a room, the door of which 
closed behind him.

Jouaust began the examination of Drey- 
’us respecting the famous bordereaux, 
iud what Dreyfus did with or could 
lave known of its contents. 
Wheu Dreyfus, wearing eyeglasses, 
rose from his seat for examination, he 
itood erect, holding his k 3pi in his 
baud, before him. 
H. loo .ed Colouel 
Jouaust straight in the fa e during the 
whole interrogatory. 
Colonel Jouaust began by saying: “ It 
results from the documents just read 
i that you are accused of having brought 
about machinations or held relations 
with a foreign power, or one or more of 
its agents, in order to procure it means 
by delivering it documents, indicated iii 
Hie incriminating bordereau, to commit 
hostilities or uudertake war against 
France. 
I uotily you that you will be 
allow ed to state during the coarse of 
these proceedings anything that appears 
to you useful for your defense.” 
Dreyfus replied with a vehement dec­ 
laration of his innocence, repeating sev­ 
eral times “ I am innocent” in a voice 
which quivered with emotion. The ag­ 
onized inauner in which lie uttered his 
protestations of innocence had a most 
painful effect, aud must have evoked 
the sympathy even of his most inveter­ 
ate enemies. 
Colonel Jouaust submitted Dreyfus to 
a rigorous examination, more in the 
style of a prosecuting counsel than a 
judge, aud made gestures of impatience 
at some direct denials which Dreyfus 
gave repeatedly to the judge’s questions. 
The prisoner’s voice resounded 
fre­ 
quently through the courtroom as he 
energetically replied: 
“ No, my colo­ 
nel,” or “ never, never,” to questions put 
to him. 
Alter the court had decided not to ad­ 
journ on account of the absence of cer­ 
tain witnesses, the clerk of the court 
was ordered to read M. D ’Or rues Che­ 
ville^ bill of indictment of 1894, which 
he did iu a loud voice, Dreyfus mean­ 
while, listening unmoved as the old 
charges against him were read.

The extension and simplification of 
the anthropometric, or Bertillon, 
tem of identifying criminals, to Hie end 
that small cities may be encouraged 
to give their support to the work ot t ie 
national bureau of identification, have 
been the subject of much discussion 
aud correspondence latch between t c 
members of the board of governors or 
the organization. As a result much In­ 
terest has been aroused in the work or 
the board iu localities where it was 
formerly almost unknown, and it is be­ 
lieved that the present agitation will 
l»ear fruit of value to the departments 
of identification in the various cities 
where the anthropometric system »s 
used, says tLe Chicago Record.

“The police of the United States real­ 
ized some years ago that their efforts 
to cope with the steadily increasing 
criminal class necessitated the use of 
some method of securing a description 
of individuals committing crime that 
would enable the authorities to recog-' 
olze at a future time those who had 
been arrested or convicted.

the plan of taking descriptions was 
used, aud this was later augmented in 
some of the larger cities by the secur­ 
ing of a photograph, and a collection 
of these ph itograpbs became known 
is * ‘rogues’ gallery.’ 
manner of obtaining a criinl- 
ictogrnph was to send him in 
of an officer to a convenient 
mph»*r, and until the last ten 
• here was not such an institu- 
nvn as a police photograph gal- 
.rcpt in tile city of Chicago, 
was the first to establish its 
holograph department.

.( it time there may lie 2o cities in 
i* United States that have followed 
diis plan and have this work done 
Within their own department. 
As the 
past has made necessary the employ­ 
ment in police work of a specialist to 
take photographs, so the present de­ 
mands that a specialist be employed 
to secure what modern science has 
developed aud what Is known as the 
Bertillon description. 
In order to ob­ 
tain the benefits possible the series of 
measurements 
and 
the 
description 
must be accurately made. 
“It Is now proposed, since it is of the 
greatest importance that tile authori­ 
ties of the entire c mntry have access 
to the benefits of this system, that a 
physician of good standing be selected 
in each city or county to represent the 
national bureau of Identification. 
\ 
school of Instruction will lie opened In 
Chicago, to which each physician se­ 
lected will lie expected to come and 
take the necessary Instruction. Ile will 
he expected to provide himself with 
the instruments necessary and will 
then be recognized as the official rep­ 
resentative of tile national bureau, lie 
will get his remuneration by charging 
each city or county a certain fee for 
each description he is called upon to 
make upon the basis of a professional 
call. 
The money 
thus paid for an 
anthropometric description would take 
the place of what would otherwise lie 
expended for a photograph, the opera­ 
tion being much simpler and the value 
in securing au 
identification vastly 
greater. 
“A physician would be the most de­ 
sirable for the reason that the system 
deals with the anatomy, and much of 
what a physician requires in his regu­ 
lar course of study is a beneficial ad­ 
junct. The terms used, many technical 
to an extent and confusing to a lay­ 
man, are at once familiar to a medical 
man. 
The instruments also, the use 
of which requires a certain aptitude, 
are peculiarly suitable for a physician. 
“The system is of as much benefit, lf 
not more, to a small city than to a 
large oue. Take a city where the com­ 
bined knowledge of tile detective de­ 
partment would aggregate 1,000 crimi­ 
nals. Without an Identification service 
the police force might succeed in recog­ 
nizing that number, while in a small 
city tin* com bined knowledge of the 
police department might not reach 50 
criminals. 
But with the use of the 


anthropometric system the identity of 
anv one they might arrest could be dis­ 
covered in the national bureau among 
100,000 criminals’ descriptions or any 
greater number.”

“Most of the cheap oil paintings,” 
said the picture dealer, "are dom* by 
Indians on the east sill** in New York. 
I hey work iu their living rooms, aud 
most of the paintings have several 
half giowu children as assistants. The 
wholesale dealers have a number of 
sueb artists ou their books and agree 
to lake all they can do, the Arm sup­ 
plying die canvas, but not the paints. 
O f course the pictures are done rapid­ 
ly. 
“An expert will range six or eight 
canvases ou a shelf that is used in­ 
stead of an easel aud generally has a 
colored print tacked up above as copy. 
Then in* proceeds to rapidly block iii 
the subject. 
A favorite scene is a 
mountain lake with a ruined temple in 
the foreground, 
lie will indicate the 
lake, the sky ami tile mountains with 
out attempting any details and pass ou 
to the next canvas. 
By the time he Is 
through with the last oue the paint on 
the first is dry, ami he p r o c e e d s in tin* 
same order with the trees, clouds and 
temple. 
Meanwhile ids helper is put­ 
ting in all the small accessories, and 
by the time d e lig h t wanes the row 
will la* done. 
By this system of work 
lug the artist does not have to be con 
thomily changing his brushes, and he 
loses no time In waiting on the drying 
of pigment 
“We sell such a picture as he would 
turn out at about $2, Including frame. 
tile net cost of the canvas to the deal­ 
er being In the neighborhood of 90 
cents. 
The workman gets 40 cents 
apiece for his paintings, ami most of ' 
them average $2.50 a day year in and 
year out. I know one man who makes j 
just double that amount, but he has 
two clever children. 
As you may see, 
some of the pictures are by no means 
devoid of merit in spite of their slap 
dash handling. 
In fact, a good many 
of tile 40 ceut artists occupy their 
leisure lo doing artistic things which 
they may or may not he able to sell. 
The others bring in a steady income 
ami keeji the pot boiling."—New Or­ 
leans Times Democrat.

A perusal of the semiannual Naval 
Register gives a comprehensive Idea of 
tile many changes In the navy aud the 
progress of Improvement in tile service 
iu the past few mouths. 
It is one of 
me most Interesting publications is 
*ued by tile navy department. It shows 
me rank and names of all officers of 
the United States navy, their stations 
tod duties; also a list of aU the ships 
to commission and their stations and 
the vessels being built and the rates 
and pay of all enlisted men. 
A new 
bock has Just been issued and distrib 
uted. and the whole navy is busy study­ 
ing it. The interest in it is double that 
that has awaited the publication of al­ 
most any previous pamphlet of the 
BOrt, on account of the great changes 
j>:ide by the personnel bill and the en­ 
largement of Ute navy owing to the 
war aud the present troubles in the 
philippines, says the New York Sun. 
The odicers’ list is longer and differ­ 
ently arranged, partly on account of 
the uniting of the line and engineer 
force. 
There is now no department 
beaded “engineer corps,’’ as former­ 
ly, for all the engineer officers who 
were formerly known as chiefs, passed 
assistants, assistants of engineer ca 
dcts are now captains, commanders, 
lieutenant commanders, lieutenants, 
^Deigns or just cadets. 
It makes a 
greatly lengthened list of line officers, 
and for the first time an engineer offi­ 
cer appears under the head of cap­ 
tains, there being 
l l such changes. 
The navy now includes I admiral. IS 
rear admirals, 70 captains, 112 com­ 
manders, 170 lieutenant commanders. 
800 lieutenants. 132 lieutenants, junior 
grade; 107 ensigns and 02 cadets at 
sea. 
In the marine corita there #re I 
brigadier general commandant, 5 colo­ 
nels. 5 lieutenant colonels, IO majors, 
41 captains, 45 first lieutenants and S 
second lieutenants. 
There is now a new grade of warrant 
officers, the highest place to which an 
enlisted man can attain without pass 
log through the tut val academy. 
The 
new grade has the old designations 
with the word “chief” preceding, as. 
for Instance, chief boatswain, chief 
gunner or chief carpenter. 
Provision 
ha> recently been made for a new and 
higher grade of machinists bv provid 
Ing for warrant machinists, aud the 
names of the first lot of these officers 
appointed appear in the new register 
There are only a few oj‘ them at pres­ 
ent, but the number is being added to 
all the time and will continue until IOO 
have been appointed. 
Most of these 
men come from chief machinists, who 
are petty officers in the service, after 
un examination as to their ability aud 
professional knowledge. It gives a new 
chance to rise and is welcomed as an 
opportunity for mauy capable men in 
the service to gain a rise which might 
never come otherwise. 
The list of warrant officers in the old 
grades is much longer than in former 
leeues of tile register, for the number 
ie being constantly added to owing to 
the steady growth of the navy. Most of 
the new* men -in fact, practically every 
one of those who have secured acting 
appointments recently as warrant offi­ 
cers— are men who have served in the 
navy as petty officers for from oue to 
ten years, lf a capable man who passes 
all the examinations and can till the re­ 
quirements has been in tin* service only 
three months, he may be promoted Just 
the same. There is the case of a man 
who enlisted in the navy just before 
the war, right after the blowing up of 
the Maine in Havana harbor. Ile had a 
trade as a blacksmith’s helper. Ile was 
nf good habits aud attended to busi­ 
ness, while at the same time he had his 
*hare of the enjoyments aud troubles 
nf the naval service. 
Finally he se­ 
cured the rate of blacksmith, which 
gave him a first class petty officer's ap­ 
pointment He served in that rate un­ 
til an order was issued a few months 
ago providing for an examination of 
feueh men in the navy as desired to be­ 
come carpenters. He made application 
through the proper official channels for 
permission to take the examination 
**Qd a few weeks later was ordered be­ 
fore an examining board at the New* 
^ork navy yard. This was the last of 
lay. The 1st of June this man receiv 
**1 aa appointment as acting carpenter 
in the navy aud was entitled to shift 
his blue Jacket’s clothes to the uniform 
°f an officer and draw $1,200 a year 
P*y from the government This case 
18 •omewhat exceptional, but only Ulus 
trates the possibilities of the navy for 
1 r*v man who does bis duty, has a pur- 
i - se in mind and who uses the oppor 
t unities that arise. 
This man W'bose 
ct*se has been used as an Illustration Is 
tow on duty at the Boston navy yard. 
A carpenter in the United States 


navy is not a man w*do nannies a nam* 
mer. a saw and a roll of chalked twine, 
as does a carpenter ashore. 
In the 
service he does scarcely any manual 
labor; his is mostly head work. 
He 
looks after the care, preservation and 
repair of the ship to w hich be may be 
attached, under the construction officer 
of the ship 
He has charge of the deck 
mechanical force, which Includes, in 
battleships of the Indiana type or in 
large cruisers of the New York class 
plumbers, 
carpenter’s 
mates, 
ship­ 
wrights, 
blacksmiths, 
painters 
and 
such assistants as may be required 


from time to time, according to the work 
under way. 
He is responsible Cor the 
good condition and readiness for in­ 
stant use of all fire apparatus outside 
the engineer department. 
He has to 
see that all air ports aud hatches are 
water tight and ready for instant clos­ 
ing in case of collision or other emer­ 
gency which would require that they 
be closed. 
He is required to have 
ready at hand material for the tem­ 
porary repair of damages received in 
action during battle. 
Ile assists the 
executive officer in inspecting double 
bottoms, water tight doors and all me­ 
chanical appliances for the care and 
safety of the ship and a multitude of 
other duties which can't be catalogued. 
In general, his duty is to repair dam­ 
ages wherever or however Incurred 
As a modern ship is mostly steel, it 
will be readily seen that a carpenter 
In the navy must be familiar with 
steel working as well as the working 
of w’ood. 
In various ways the navy of today 
(iind by “today” is meant the present 
year) is made a greatly improved place 
for the enlisted men. Not only are new 
ami higher places created for the men 
who enlist and thus greater incentive 
given to good conduct and faithful 
work In the service, but conditions for 
men of the old time lower rates are 
Improved in many ways, for tile navy 
is changing not only In types of ships, 
but In personnel and surroundings as 
well. 
Besides the new* grades already 
mentioned, there Is a warrant rank 
created within the past 18 months in 
the medical corps which allows a hos­ 
pital steward (which is the old grade 
of apothecary, now* abolished> to rise 
| to a pharmacist. There are already 25 
of these new warrant officers, all at­ 
tached to shore stations, with the ex­ 
ception of one. who is returning home 
from the Philippines in the Olympia 
with Admiral Dewey. 
In the marine corps a [dace as gun­ 
nery sergeant bus been created, and 
deserving noncommissioned officers of 
i the corps are being promoted to that 
rate. Just what their duties are to be 
on board ship is a matter of present 
I consideration, but now the new gun- 
; fiery sergeants are acting, many of 
them, as first sergeants of guards. 
A 
gunnery sergeant ranks after a drum 
major anti Just ahead of a first ser­ 
geant, aud his pay is $35 a month for 
the first two years’ service and $40 a 
month after five years’ service. 
As 
the title Indicates, he will have to do 
I with the ship's battery. 
A new rate has been created In the 
' navy pro[>er of gun captains, with 
three classes. These are men who are 
I taken from the different ships and sent 
to special ships for Instruction in gun 
uerv almost exclusively for a number 
of months and then returned to cruis­ 
ing ships in general service. 
These 
men, when they return from their 
course of Instruction, may be assigned 
to duty In place of masters at arms, 
boatswain’s mates or quartermasters. 
or may be assigned to duty as gun 
captains, according to the needs of the 
ships to which they may be assigned. 
The Idea of the system is to develop 
naval gunnery, so as to enable the 
navy of the United States to maintain 
Its present place as the shooting navy 
of the world. 
This Instruction for gun captains 
does not take the place of the more 
elaborate aud longer course of lust rue 
tlon at the Washington navy yard aud 
the torpedo station at Newport of sea­ 
man gunners, which has been in prog­ 
ress for a number of years, with good 
results to the service. The gun captain 
instruction is for "men who have at­ 
tained special proficiency as marksmen 
with great guns or small arms or 
whose superior intelligence fits them 
to acquire such proficiency and who, 
by force of character and ability to 
command, are suitable to fill the rat­ 
ings of gun captains. 
No person shall 
be detailed w ho Is not a citizen of the 
United Slavs,” to quote from a gen­ 
eral order recently issued%y the secre­ 
tary of the navy on the subject. 
Iii 
order to kecure a certificate as gun cai* 
taiu after finishing the course of in­ 
struction, a man must have a percent- 
age of proficiency of not less than 00. 
▲ first class certificate calls for a pro 
fluency of 90 per cent 
Another thing comparatively new In 
the United States navy is special In­ 
a c t i o n in electricity. 
This includes 
officers and men alike. 
It Is a 
known fact that in the 
of 
alectricitv 
to 
warships 
the 
Ate tea la far In advance of any ©th r 
nation In the world. And. Yankeellke 
It is the Intention to keep ahead, 
A 
the New York navy yard there Is a 
special school for the practical study 
of electricity and its many applications 
to 
naval 
surroundings, 
afloat 
and 
ashore. 
This school has special In­ 
structors detailed for lh* pm pone. an* 
lh* department orut-rs officers ofJkil 


rankh there to receive instruction, alen 
are selected from the ships who have 
shown special aptitude for that branch 
of work aud sent to school there Just as 
other men are sent to gunnery Instruc­ 
tion. as already told. 
After a course 
there they are either sent to Newport 
to the torpedo station to further add 
* 
their knowledge of electrical matters, 
aud then returned to cruiser ships <»r 
else sent direct to sea from the New 
York school. A rate of electricians has 
been created In the navy within the 
past few months—chief, first and sec­ 
ond class petty officers—and the men 
who creditably pass through the school 
of Instruction have acting appoint 
ments in the second class rate, with its 
corresponding increase of pay, and are 
eligible, of course, to rise grade I v 
grade to chief electrician, which places 
them with the highest class of petty 
officers. 
Practically all the changes mention 
ed in this review have been instituted 
since the beginning of the Spanish 
American war. Some are the result of 
experience gained In that brief conflict 
and others are the outgrow’th of years 
of study.

F. II. Browne of Oak Park Is the in 
ventor of a process by means of which 
he 
thinks 
the entire “prospecting” 
business will be revolutionized ami the 
location of metal in paying quantities 
effected with but little of the former 
coat. 
Mr. Browne, according to th** 
New York Times, says the principal 
features of his process were known in 
theory to scientists before his discov­ 
ery, but there were practical obstacles 
which he has overcome. 
He bases bis entire process, he Nays, 
upon electrical laws which have been 
known for many years. By measuring 
given distances of land and by finding 
by means of instruments the average 
resistance offered to the electric cur­ 
rent by the soil he is able, he thiuks, 
to detect tin* presence of a mineral de­ 
posit. 
Whenever the resistance offer­ 
ed is strikingly lower than elsewhere 
in the Immediate vicinity, he says, it is 
because the current finds the metal 
and, passing through the good con 
ductors. meets with less 
resistance. 
Mr. Browne asserts also that he is abl** 
to approx I mate th** depth at which 
the deposit lies. 
Tho application of 
Mr. Browne’s invention is compara­ 
tively simple, he says. The Instrument 
by which the resistance is measure*! is 
but two feet loug and weighs but a 
few pounds.

Made In the Service.

A perusal of the semiannual Naval 
a g is te r gives a comprehensive idea of 
the many changes In the navy aud the 
progress of Improvement in the service 
lo the past few months. 
It is one of 
the most Interesting publications is 
flied by the navy department. It shows 
the rank and names of all officers of 
the 1’nlted State's navy, their stations 
uod duties; ulso a list of all the ships 
to commission aud their stations and 
the vessels boing built and the rates 
and pay of all enlisted men. 
A new 
book has just been issued aud distrib­ 
uted, aud the whole navy is busy study­ 
ing it- The Interest in it is double that 
that bas awaited the publication of al­ 
most any previous pamphlet of the 
•ort, on account of the great changes 


ii,ade by the personnel bill and the en­ 
largement of the navy owing to the 
war and the present troubles in the 
philippines, says the New York Sun. 
The officers’ list is longer and differ­ 
ently arranged, partly on account of 
the uniting of the line and engineer 
force. 
There is now no department 
headed “engineer corps.” as former­ 
ly, for all the engineer officers who 
were formerly known as cldefs, passed 
assistants, assistants of engineer ca 
dets are now captains, commanders, 
lieutenant commanders, (lieutenants, 
ensigns or just cadets, 
It m akes a 
greatly lengthened list of line officers. 
and for the first time an engineer offi­ 
cer appears under the head of cap 
talDS, there being ll such changes. 
The navy now includes I admiral. 18 
rear admirals, 70 captains. 112 com 
wanders, 170 lieutenant commanders. 
300 lieutenants. 132 lieutenants, junior 
grade; 107 ensigns and 92 cadets at 
sea. 
In the marine corps there are I 
brigadier general commandant, 5 colo­ 
nels, 5 lieutenant colonels, IO majors, 
41 captains, lo tirst lieutenants and 8 
second lieutenants. 
There is now a new grade of w arrant 
officers, the highest place to which an 
enlisted man can attain without pass­ 
ing through the naval academy. 
The 
new grade has the old designations 
with the word “chief” preceding, as. 
for instance, thief boatswain, chief 
gunner or chief carpenter. 
Provision 
bas recently been made for a new and 
higher grade of machinists by provid­ 
ing fur w arrant machinists, stud the 
names of tilt' lirst lot of these officers 
appointed a p p e a r in the new register. 
There are only si few oj* them ut pres­ 
ent, but the num ber is being added to 
ail the time and will continue until IOO 
have been appointed. 
Most of these 
men come from chief machinists, who 
are petty officers in the service, after 
an examination as to their ability aud 
professional knowledge. It gives a new 
chance to rise and is welcomed as an 
opportunity for many capable men in 
the service to gain a rise which might 
never come otherwise. 
The list of w arrant officers in the old 
grades is much longer than in former 
Issues of the register, for the number 
is being constantly added to owing to 
the steady growth of the navy. Most of 
the new men—in fact, practically every 
one of those who have secured acting 
appointments recently as w arrant offi­ 
cers—are men who have served in the 
navy as petty officers for from cue to 
ten years. If a capable man who passes 
all the examinations and eau till the re­ 
quirements has been in tie* service only 
three months, he may be promoted Just 
the same. There is the fuse of a man 
who enlisted in the navy just before 
the war, right after the blowing up of 
the Maine In H avana harbor. He had a 
trade as a blacksm ith’s helper, lie was 
of good habits aud attended to busi­ 
ness, w hile at the same time he had his 
•■hare of the enjoyments aud troubles 
cf the uaval service. 
Finally he se­ 
cured the rate of blacksmith, which 
gave him a tirst class petty officer’s ap­ 
pointment He served in that rate un­ 
til an order was issued a few months 
ago providing for an examination of 
such men in the navy as desired to be­ 
come carpenters. 
Ile made application 
through the proper official channels for 
[•ermission to take the examination 
and a few weeks later was ordered be­ 
fore an examining board at the New 
Vork navy yard. 
This was the last of 
May. The 1st of June this man recelv 
^d aa appointment as acting carpenter 
‘a th* navy aud was entitled to shift 
his blue Jacket’* clothes to the uniform 
* f an officer and draw $1,200 a year 
from the governm ent This case 
is somewhat exceptional, but only Ulus 
•'ates the possibilities of the navy for 
1 Bt man who does his duty, has a pur- 
J*u®e In mind and who uses the oppor 
t unitie* that arise. 
This man whose 
«ase has been used as an Illustration Is 
tow on duty at the Boston navy yard.

Da'y i8 u°t n man woo nautilee a nam* 
mer. a saw and a roll of chalked twine, 
as does a carpenter ashore. 
In the 
service he does scarcely any manual 
labor; his is mostly head work. 
He 
looks after the care. preservation and 
repair of the ship to which he may be 
attached, tinder the construction officer 
of the ship 
He has charge of the deck 
mechanical force, which includes, in 
battleships of the indiana type or in 
large cruisers of the New York class, 
plumbers, 
carpenter’s 
mates, 
ship 
wrights, 
blacksmiths, 
painters 
and 
such assistants as may be required 


from time to time. according to the work 
under way. 
He is responsible for the 
good condition and readiness for in­ 
stant use of all tire apparatus outside 
the engineer department. 
He has to 
see that all air ports aud hatches are 
water tight and ready for Instant clos­ 
ing in case of collision or other emer­ 
gency which would require that they 
be closed. 
He is required to have 
ready at hand material for the tem­ 
porary repair of damages received in 
action during battle. 
He assists the 
executive officer in inspecting double 
bottoms, water tight doors and all me­ 
chanical appliances for the care aud 
safety of the ship and a multitude of 
other duties which can’t be catalogued. 
In general. Ii is duty is to repair dam­ 
ages wherever or however incurred. 
As a modern ship is mostly steel, it 
will be readily seen that a carpenter 
In the navy must be familiar with 
steel working as well us ibe working 
of wood. 
In curious ways Hic navj of today 
(and by “today” is meant the present 
year) is made a greatly Improved place 
for the enlisted men. Not only are new 
and higher places created for the men 
who enlist and thus greater incentive 
giveu to good conduct and faithful 
work In the service, but conditions for 
men of the old time lower rates are 
Improved in many ways, for the navy 
is changing not only in types of ships, 
but In personnel and surroundings as 
well. 
Besides the new grades already 
mentioned, there Is a warrant rank 
created within the past 18 months in 
the medical corps which allows a hos­ 
pital steward (which is the old grade 
of apothecary, now abolished) to rise 
to a pharmacist. There are already 25 
of these new warrant officers, all at­ 
tached to shore stations, with the ex­ 
ception of one. who Is returning home 
from the Philippines in the Olympia 
with Admiral Dewey. 
In the marine corps a place as gnu- 


J nerv sergeant bus bc»en created, and 
! deserving noncommissioned officers of 
the corps are being promoted to that 
rate. 
Just what their duties are to be 
on board ship is a m atter of present 
consideration, blit now the new gun- 
' nery sergeants are acting, many of 
' them. as first sergeants of guards. 
A 
gunnery sergeant ranks after a drum 
major and Just ahead of a first ser­ 
geant. and Ills pay is $35 a month for 
the first two years’ service ami $40 a 
month after five years’ service. 
As 
the title Indicates, he will have to do 
! with the ship’s battery. 
A new rate lias been created in the 
navy proper of gun captains, w itll 
throo classes. 
These are men who are 
taken from the different ships and sent 
to special ships for instruction in gun 
nery almost exclusively for a number 
of months and then returned to ends 
log ships in general service. 
These 
men. 
when they return from their 
course of Instruction, may be assigned 
to duty In place of masters at arms, 
boatswain’s mates or quartermasters, 
or may be assigned to duty as gun 
captains, according to the needs of the 
ships to which they may be assigned. 
The idea of the system is to develop 
naval gunnery, so as to enable the 
navy of the United States to maintain 
its present place as the shooting navy 
of tile world. 
This instruction for gun captains 
does not take the place of the more 
elaborate aud longer course of instruc­ 
tion at the Washington navy yard Hud 
the torpedo station at Newi»ort of sea 
man gunners, which has been in prog 
re8S for a number of years, with good 
results to the service. The gun captulu 
instruction is for “men who have at­ 
tained special proficiency as marksmen 
with great guns or small arms or 
whose superior intelligence fits them 
to acquire such proficiency and who, 
by force of character and ability to 
command, are suitable to till the rat 
togs of gun captains. 
No person shall 
be detailed who is not a citizen of Ute 
United States,” to quote from a gen­ 
eral order recently issued^.y the secre­ 
tary of the navy on the subject. 
In 
order to Secure a certificate as gun cap­ 
tain, after finishing the course of in­ 
struction, a man must have a percent­ 
age of proficiency of not less than fib. 
A first class certificate calls for a pro­ 
ficiency of 9b per cent. 
Another thing comparatively new 
the United States navy is special n- 
straction in electricity.

A rate of electricians bas 
been created in the navy within the 
past few months—chief, first and sec­ 
ond class petty officers—and the men 
who creditably pass through the school 
of instruction have acting appoint 
ments in the second data rate, with its 
corresponding increase of pay, and are 
eligible, of course, to rise grade I y 
grade to chief electrician, which places 
them with the highest class of petty 
officers. 
Practically all the changes mention 
ed in this review have been instituted 
since the beginning of the Spanlsh- 
Ameriean war. Some are the result of 
experience gained in that brief conflict 
and others are the outgrowth of years 
of study.

Browne of o ak Park is the in­ 
ventor of a process by means of which 
lie

the

location of metal in paying quantities 
effected with but little of the former 
cost. 
Mr. Browne, according to the 
New York Times, says the principal 
features of his process were known iii 
theory to scientists before his discov­ 
ery, but there were practical obstacles 
which he has overcome. 
He liases his entire process, he says, 
upon electrical laws which have becut 
known for many years. By measuring 
given distances of land and by finding 
by menu* of instruments the average 
resistance offered to the elt*ctric cur­ 
rent by the soil he is able, he thinks, 
to detect the presence' of ti mineral de­ 
posit. 
Whenever the resistance offer­ 
ed Is strikingly lower than elsewhere 
in the Immediate vicinity, he says, It is 
because the current finds the metal 
aud, passing through the good con 
doctors, meets with less resistance 
Mr. Browne asserts also that lie is abl 
to approximate the depth at which 
the deposit lies. 
The application of 
Mr. Browne’s Invention is compara­ 
tively simple, be says. The instrument 
by which the resistance is measured is 
bot two feet long and weighs but a 
few pounds.

— A dispatch was re­ 
ceived here J rom Casas Grandes, state 
ot Cillh nailua, Mexico, saying that one 
regim ent of Mexican cavalry had left 
there and started on its way to the 
upper waters of tile Yaqui river, in the 
state of Sonora, aud that it was the 
evident intention of 
these trrxips to 
enter the Yaqui indian country from 
the north aud endeavor to drive tho 
w arring braves out of their strongholds 
in tile gabuaripa m ountains, where they 
are rapidly gathering in large forces. 
One* body ot rebellious indians to m ­ 
bed themselves in the Bacatete m ount­ 
ains between the Yaqui and Matapo 
rive rs and an eff ort is to be made to 
keep the two forces of w arriors apart. 
lr is known, however, that the two d i­ 
visions are in constant comm unication 
by means of couriers aud it is feared 
the Indians are planning to draw the 
Mexican soldiers into an ambuscade.

L l r « I n s e r t D i s c o v e r e d In P r e h i s t o r ­ 
i c H u c k u t G r e e n f i e l d , O, 
The most rem arkable natural p h e-1 
nomeiion ever brought to light In tin* 
vicinity of Chillicothe was discovered 
recently at the village of Greenfield. 
The facta are attested by a score or 
more of the foremost citizens of Green- « 
field, w ho were present. 
The discovery was that of a live in- ‘ 
sect resem bling a honeybee wrapped 
in the petals of a prehistoric blossom, 
the whole imbedded iii a “aaud cup’’ in 
the heart of a great block of sandstone : 
taken from a stratum 35 feet below" the 
■U’ face of the earth, says the New 
York Jo urnal. 


A handsom e stone residence is being 
erected for Mr. Iv G. Miller, and red 
sandstone Is being used for the trim 
tilings. 
The other day a big block of 
the stone was hoisted to the third 
story aud u h s found to be too large. 
The block was split in two. 
W hen the 
stone was broken, a spur w*as found to 
project from one of the Inner sides. 
This was of a form ation very common 
In sandstone, known among quarrym en 
as a sand cup. and the workman raised 
his ham m er and knocked it off. 
To the astonishm ent of those looking 
on, a flower alnm t au inch in length 
was seeu imbedded In the cup, which 
was half an iuch In diam eter by two 
Inches long. 
The block of stone was 
knocked lo nieces and the c u d taken 


out entire without disturbing the flow­ 
er. 
It was taken to Mr. E. H. Miller. 
an archaeologist 
Mr. Miller picked 
away with his penknife the particles 
of sand In which the flower was Imbed­ 
ded and then lifted out the flower with 
his finger. 
The bloom was an inch In 
length, with a stem a little longer, and, 
while it belonged to no knowu species, 
It resembled a tuberose som ew hat ex­ 
cept that the petals were red. 
When Mr. Miller was examining it 
he was astonished to feel something 
moving inside. 
He at once placed the 
flower In a glass and, watching It 
closely, was astonished to see an in­ 
sect resembling a honeybee make Its 
way out at the lower end of the blos­ 
som. The bee waa quite lively for a
